damus suit hearing Saturday before 
Judge Leslie Grant. Sheriff John Eg- 
loff said this week that summonses 


have been served on all but one of 


the Board of Supervisors. 


Circuit Judge Leslie Grant called 
the special court session upon the re- 
quest of District Attorney Boyce Holle- 
man in response to demands of peti- 
tioners seeking a redistricting of the 
county beats, 

Summonses were served on Super- 
visors Johnson Shaw, Frank Kellar, Jack 
Lott and R. G. (Manny) Hubbard Jr. 
Joe Jones of beat one was not served 
as he was reported to be in Texas. 

The petitioners claimed that the 
board of supervisors refused to call 
a special election despite the fact that 
they produced signatures of more tnan 
80U qualified voters seeking such an 


election. 

Under the law, they claimed, an 
election is mandatory. 

Some 200 citizens demanded the 
special election when the board met 
here last Tuesday. 

Board attorney Lucien Gex contended 
there were technical flaws in their 
petition, 


The board refused to authorize the 
Chancery Clerk to make a check of 
the petition signers as to their s.\cus as 
qualified voters. However, an inde- 
pendent check was made by the League 
of Women Voters and other 
ed parties, 

These figures were certified by Clerk 
A. C. Mitchell. Some 800 signers were 
found qualified out of an estimated 
voting registration of 3000. This would 
be sufficient to make an election man- 
datory under Mississippi law. 

Holleman asked the judge to call the 
special session because "it is necessary 
to the public interest.” 

Judge Grant set the court session 
for 10 a.m. Saturday in the Hancock 
County courthouse. 

Were it not for the special court ses- 
sion, the case could not be heard un- 
til the next regular session, in March, 
1955. This would mean that, should 
an election order redistricting of the 
county, the new districting would not 
be in effect for the Democratic primary 
elections scheduled in August. How- 
ever, should redistricting be effective 
by Jan. 1, the new beat lines would 
serve in the August primaries.

BIGGEST ASSETS 


The Mississipi River, a vital fac-ẹ 


tor in the physical and economic, ` 
growth of the Jnited States since |; 
the early settlement of the Ameri- 
can continent, is probably the most 


important single natural arget 
which Mississippi possesses. 

The ‘‘Ol’ Man", contrary to pop- 
ular belief, today carries far more 
tonnage than ever before, and Mis- 
sissippi with three potentially im- 
portant ports of Greenville, Vicks- 
burg and Natchez, is strategically 
located to attract the Industries 
and commerce which the river has 
brought to Dixie in recent years. 
Evidence of this can be witnessed 
at any of the three above mention- 
ed ports. 

The Mississippi, wildly temper- 
amental in its 1,000-mile trip to 
the Gulf, was working for the 
state long before Hernando De 
Soto discovered It in May, 1541. 

Although now substantially 
harnessed by the Corps of Engine. 
ers, the rich deposits of soll left 
by the river dur‘ng its rampages 
in the Yazoo-Delta has made it 
the richest cotton land in the na- 
tion and has contributed immeas- 
urably to the economic welfare of 
the state. 

But Its importance as an artery 
of commerce for mid America and 
as a limitless supply of water is 
particularly significant In this 
twentieth century of rapid trang 
portation, 

It will be 250 years next year 
since the first international cargo 
floated down the river—a load uf 
15,000 bear and deer hides bound 
for France. The river hag changed 
since then, and cargoes have 
changed, but the Mississippi still 
is the nation’s central artery-- 
now the main stem of America's 
28,000-mile Inland waterways sys- 
tem. 


Navigation statistics uv longer 
show deer and bear hides as car. 
go. Now, it's ofl and grain, coal, 
stone, and steel, bulk commodities 
suitable for transportatior in huge 
barges pushed by sleek modern 
towboats traveling a deep and safe 
waterway. 


More than 80,000,000 tons of 
{mportant commodities move each 
year on Old Man River. This mass 
transportation makes common- 
place tows which are longer than 
the Queen Elizabeth and cargoes 
equivalent of more than twenty 
trainloads of oil. But, of course, 
the Mississipp! is a stream of gi- 
pantie proportions and accomplish- 
ments, 


It drains 41 per cent of the na- 
tion, an area lying across the 
U. S. like a funnel with its mouth 
stretched from New York to Wy- 
oming and its spout in the Guilt of 
Mexico, Enough rain falls on this 
area in a normal year to fill a cub- 
ical tank eight miles on each side. 
And during a flood year, a million 
million tons of water pass down 
the Mississippi. 


‘This mightiest of all rivers is 
the responsibility of the seven- 
man Mississippi River Commis- 


sion, a Corps of Engineers ugency 
charged with harnessing, improv- 
ing the lower Mississippi, and 
making e valley safe from floods 
ane the river a strong navigation 
artery. 

The commission, composed of 
Corps of Engineers officers, civi- 
lian engineers, and businessmen, 
is this year observing its 75th an- 
niversary and its 150th semi-an- 
nual inspection trip down the 
river. 

The Commission, making these 
trips in a leisurely manner, pauses 
at towns along its route, inspect- 
ing the work of the Corps of En- 
gineers or conducting hearings 
aboard its home afloat in very 
much the same manner as the old 
Town Meeting. 

The Commission and local in- 
terests are joined in a partnership 
to wage relentless wa~ against the 
river which is constantly trying to 
change its course. The local part- 
nerships are with the levee boards 
and drainage districts, legally con- 
stituted and charged with the seri-
